SANFRANCISCO -After many 
months of meetings， public hear- 
， 迄 8S and negotiations, several oppo- 
ments and Supporters of legislation 
regulating the gillnet fshing indus- 
tryinthestate have fnally agreed to 
the basic provisions of a version 
Which last week passed out of the 
Semate Finance Committee， 
JIntroduced by Senator Milton 
Marks (R-San Francisco), SB 2266 
establishes restrictions on the use of 
gilinets in waters offt the coast of 
Sonoma County to northern San 
Mateo County.， Restrictions focus 
on the size of the nets and on the 
periods during which fshing is al- 
lowed. 

PROHIBITS GILLNETTING 
.Italso prohibits from July 1985 
to January 1986，any glllnetting to 

catch Such fsh as rockfish and hali- 
but from waters of Marin to Santa 
_ Barbara counties. Only those who 

have special limited entry permits 

WwWould be allowed to use gillnets in 

those waters. 

Limitations on gllnetting are 
necessary, arfgueleglslation SUPPort- 

ers, toO Protect sea birds and marine 

Imammals whlich now become en- 

tangled in the glnet mesh and 

drown. 

“This bill, I think, represents 3 
really great effort on a lot of peo- 

_plexs parts》” said Burr Heneman， 
eXectutive director of the Point 

Reyes Blird Observatory, one of the 

Sclentifc research groups that Sup- 

Ported the Marks legislation . 

Referring tothe series of meet- 
ings hosted by the State Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game last fall 
about the gillnet lssue，Heneman 
recalled,“There was an exXcellent 
exchange. 

“There Were_ times When it 
looked like we would never come to 
an agreement;”he continued. “II 
Was a remarkable effort that we 
reached a compromise agreement.” 

COMMON GOALS 

The bird observer asserted that 
it was finally a realization of com- 
imonm goals among the various slides 
involved - gillnetters，other fsher- 
imen，environmentalists and sclen- 
tists 二 .that helped outline the pres- 
ent compromise version of the bill. 

“[We all wanted] to come UP 
With regulations reducing seabird

He noted that the bill affects 
Primarily the smaller boats which 
rely on fsh caught in the shallower 
WwWaters near to the coast. And yet， 
he asserted，the“little guy” often 
has to start o 储 a fshing business 
with a small boat， 

“To start now [under'the provil- 
Sions of the blll if passed]，youd 
have' to_ start With a big boat? 
claimed Safrany, one of the chalrs of 
the Ad Hoc- Committee for Fair 
Gillnet Legislation.

EFFECT IS RACIST 

Both men agreed, however that 
they do not see Senator Marks as 
advocating a“Tracist2 bill. “Marks 
is not coming out with a racist bijll， 
but he's doing itinadvertently, said 
Safrany. Though the intent mnay not 
beracist, the effect is, they stressed . 


Heneman disagreed with the rac- 


ism charges lodged against the Pro- 
posed law，though.“I don't think 
that this is a worthy criticlsm. 工 hls 
[the bil] is something that for four 
years 3a lot of people have been 
Working on....Every effort was 
made that there not be an element 
of that [discrimination] at all:” 

Joy Hecht，the staff person in 
the senator's o 人 ce working on the 
legislation，stated that while many 
Southeast Asian gilljnetters would 
be affected by the passage of SB 
2266，so would all the other gl- 
netters,， including many families of 
Italian descent that have been in the 
industry for decades. 

Senator Marks denles any ra- 
cially discriminatory intent to the 
bill.， Instead，he pointed out that 
the bill is aimed at protecting the

Opposition Leader Says Philippines 
Not aTrandquil Tropical Paradise

BERKELEY - A key opposi- 
tion leader to the US-backed Mar- 
cos reglime is asSassinated when re- 
turning to _ his native Philipplines. 
Just shy of one year later his 
friends，followers and compatriots 
keep his beliefs alive by actively 
lecturing to audiences concerned 
with the state of human rights in 
that Very factionalized cotntry. 

One such figure is Dr Jovito 
Salonga，who spoke to an audience 
at Boalt Law Schools Booth Audi- 
torium at UC Berkeley late last 
month. His stirring and introspec- 
tive Speech, Sponsored by the Boalt 
Hall Students Association,， the In- 
ternational Law Society，and the 
Human Rights Committee，wWas en- 
titled“US-Philippines Relations in 
the _ Context of the Aquino Assas- 
Sination2 

OUTSPOKEN OPPONENTI 

In the last year, Dr. Salonga Was 
elected president of the Philippines 
Liberal Party. Previously he had 
been elected No. 1 Senator of the 
Philippines in the national elections 
of 196$ and 1971, serving as chair of 
the Foreign Relations Commilttee 
in 1967. 

As an outspoken opPponent of 
martial law and one-man rule，he 
has played an active role in the 
Marcos reslstance Imovement. As a 
consequence，Salonga has since 
been victim of a Inysterious bomb- 
ing at a 1971 opposition rally,，and 
has been arrested and detained by 
Marcos with no _ investigation Or 
charges. 

Salonga_ began his Speech by 


noting the basic paradoxes whbich 
currently exist in the Philippines， 
juxtaposing hls _ country's tranqull， 
tropical“Pearlofthe Orient” image 
with the actual absence of basic 
human rights of lts citizens， 

He noted that the Phlilippines， 
still heralded as the pillar of Ameri- 
can democracy in Asia，has fallen 
Victim to a US whose military and 
economic Support of the Marcos 
regime is a means of protecting 
American strategic mailitary Interests 
in the East. 

MARTIAL LAW 

Salonga then provided a com- 
Prehensive history of US-Philippine 
ties Since 1972，when Marcos im- 
posed martial law，supPpressing all 
dissent and declaring all media in- 
strumentalities of the government. 

As Salonga described it, the US 
turned the other cheek，showering 
more money and Support on the 
existing government, with increases 
of Support reaching as high as 
1400%. 

He described what he called “the 
glut and extravagance”of the Mar- 
cos government，laden with extor- 
tion and under-the-table econormic 
offers,， while upwards of 60% of the 
COUntrY goes hungry. 

According to Salonga，over 
70,000 have been imprisoned,，sub- 
jected to _ electrical shock，oOr onlt- 
Tlght executed without charges. 

Salonga sees the US support of 
the current reglime as 3a Statement 
by the US that the retention and 
Protection of American bases in the 
Phiippines holds priority over the 
Protection of individual expresslon

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SAN FRANCISCO -“When 
Women's clinlics were first formed， 
-none dealt with minority women 2 
asSserted the executive director of 
the TIo_ Help Everywoman Clinic 
during '`a recent visit to the Bay 
Area. 

That Los Angeles-based clinic 
ls one of only a few centers in the 
country that address the health 
needs of all women of color includ- 
ing Asian American, Black and His- 
panlc women,， she noted . 

REFLECT COMPOSITION 

Begun in 1975, the program DOW 
has about 40 staff members 一 doc- 
tors, nUrse practitioners, educators， 
oOUtreach workers and Support staff. 
“We reflect the composition of the 
Women we Serve” Hirano said in 
reference to the staff's ethnic back- 
ground. 

The Asian Health Project was 
added to the clinics program in 
1978，Pproviding direct health care，
